Dorrance Will Recommends Members Retain 
Control of Concern—Widow’s Share 
Reverts if She Marries.

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Oct.: 2.— 
The will of Dr. John T. Dorrance, 
president of the Campbell Soup 
Co., whe died Sept. 21, probated 
here today, leaves the bulk of the 
estate, estimated at more than 
$100,000,000 to the immediate 
members of the Dorrance family. 

There are no charitable  be- 
quests. 

The amount of the fortune is not 
mentioned in the will, but Surro- 
gate M. J. Matlock made the es- 
timate. Under the provisions of 
the will, all Federal and State taxes 
are to be paid out of income from 
the estate, within a period of not 
more than 16 years. During the 
time, the widow and children are 
to have substantial income, and 
when the taxes have been paid, the 
estate is to be divided as follows: 

Interest on two shares of the en- 
tire estate of eight shares to the 
widow, two shares to the son, John 
Dorrance Jr., or his issue, and one 
share to each other child. If Mrs. 


peerage dies or remarries, her two 
shares are to revert to the estate. 

The other children are Mrs. 
Nathaniel Peter Hill of New York, 
Ethel Dorrance, Margaret Dor- 
rance and Charlotte Dorrance, five 
in all. 

Before the division of the prin- 
cipal, during the next few years 
the widow will receive one-quarter 
of the net income from the estate 
in equal monthly payments. The 
son receives $20,000 a month, and 
each of the other children $10,000 
a month. 

There is a bequest of $800 a 
month to Dr. Dorrance’s mother, 
Mrs. Eleanor T. Dorrance, and a 
$200,000 trust fund is set aside for 
her. 
| Dr. Dorrance’s three sisters, Mrs. 
Alice Dorrance Hood, Mrs. E. Win- 
ifred Dorrance Dudley, and Mrs. 
M. Dorrance Blake, are provided 
for by means of a trust fund of 
$350,000. 

The will recommends that the 
controlling interest in the Campbell 
Soup Company, or whatever com- 


panies that succeed it, be retained 
by the family.

FOR HIS BLIND FLYING 


St. Louisan Penalized by Kansas 
City Airport Following Crash; 
Army Plane Destroyed.

5 KILLED IN COLLAPSE 
OF ROOMING HOUSE 


Two Women Lose Lives in 
Crash of Greenwich Village 
Building in New York.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The sag- 
ging foundations of a four-story 
Greenwich Village rooming house 
collapsed early today and the tim- 
bers crashed in upon 12 sieeping 
tenants, killing five and seriously 
injuring seven. Two of the dead 
were women. A thirteenth tenant 
of the building, a rooming house 
for French and Belgian residents, 
was not in when the collapse came. 

Police and-firemen removed the 
dead and injured from the debris 
to a dressing :.ation hurriedly es- 
tablished in a nearby fire house.

HAVANA, Oct. 2. — President 
Machado tomorrow will convoke 
Congress in special session and ask 
for permission to suspend consti- 
tutional guarantees in Havana and 
suburbs until after the November 
elections. 

The President made known his 
decision after a conference with 
political leaders. It is understood 
also that he will request the right 
to suspend constitutional guaran- 
tees in other parts of Cuba should 
he deem this measure necessary. 

Under the Cuban constitution 
Congress. may grant the President 
such powers by a majority vote. 
This procedure would give the ad- 
ministration a free hand in deal- 
ing with disorders or any disturb- 
ing factors in the pre-election cam- 
paign. The President would be 
permitted to curb the freedom of 
the press, to deny the right of as- 
sembly, to ban public speeches or 
to prevent a change of domicile, 
and may take military steps to en- 
force law and order.

NORTHCATT HANES 
FORKILLNG THREE 
BOYS ON HIS RANG 


Blindfolded When Led to 
Death Chamber — Col- 
lapses on Way and Is Sup- 


DENIES MURDERS 
TWO YEARS AGO 


He Made Confession of 
Crime But Repudiated It 
— Parent Now Serving 
Life Term in Prison. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN QUENTIN, Cal., Oct. 2.— 
Gordon Stewart Northcott, 23 years 
old, convicted of murdering three 
boys on his Wineville, Cal., chicken 
ranch, was hanged at State’s prison 
here at 10:09 a. m. today. 

Northcott was led into the death 
chamber at 10:06 o’clock and three 
minutes later plunged through the 
trap. He collapsed as he was led 
from the death cell and was sup- 
ported By two guards. 

the first time in the history 
of the prison a condemned man 


was brought into the room blind- 
folded. 

Some 140 persons witnessed the 
execution. 

He was visited in his cell last 
night by Mrs. Christine Collins of 
Los Angeles and Mrs, Nelson Win- 
slow of Pomona, mothers of the 
victims, who hoped to learn defi- 
nitely whether their sons were 
the ones killed. .- Except for the 
finding of bones in shallow graves 
on the ranch, the deaths of Walter 
Collins and of Louis and Nelson 
Winslow, brothers, never were con- 
clusively established. 

After having written three let- 
ters, one to his mother, a second to 
his father and the third to his 
spiritual adviser, Northcott received 
the two mothers. He refused to 
admit killing the boys, but said his 
mother, Mrs. Sarah Louisa North- 
cott, and his nephew, 15-year-old 
Sanford Clark, knew all about the 
boys. 

Mrs. Northcott pleaded guilty of 
murdering the Collins boy and is 
serving a life sentence here. Since 
her imprisonment, however, she 
has insisted she did not kill young 
Collins but pleaded guilty to the 
charge in the hope of saving her 
son from the gallows. 

The investigation which uncov- 
ered the murders began Aug. 31. 
1928, when Northcott’s niece, Jes- 
sie Clark, asked immigration au- 
thorities to deport her brother. 
Sanford Clark, to Canada. North- 
cott fled to Canada after officers 


visited the ranch. Young Clark 
told authorities Northcott had 
abused and slain three boys. Of- 


ficers visited the ranch and found 
shallow graves containing bones 
and quicklime. 

The murder of a Mexican youth 
whose decapitated body had been 
found at Puente, Cal., several 
weeks previously also was laid to 
Northcott. 

Northcott finally was arrested 
near Vernon, B. C., and his mother 
later .was found at Calgary, Al- 
berta. Both were returned to Riv- 
erside, Cal., to face murder 
charges. On the way to Southern 
California Northcott confessed the 
killings, but later repudiated the 
confession. 

Tried for the slaying of the Mex- 
ican youth and Louis and Nelson 
Winslow, Northcott dg missed his 
attorney and took charge of the 
case himself. He was convicted 
and sentenced to death.

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GUS NATIONS SETTLES 
19 SUITS FOR LIBEL 


Action Out of Court Said to 
Have Yielded Him $20,000 
—Other Claims Pending. 


Fifteen libel suits filed in St. 
Louis Circuit Court by Gus O. Na- 
tions, former Federal prohibition 
enforcement officer in Missouri, 
against various newspaper pub- 
lishing companies throughout the 
United States, have been settied 
out of court.

Sheriff O. J. Maul of Monroe 
County shortly before noon found 
the bodies of the slain men in the 
moonshiners’ shack in which they 
were killed. 

Sheriff Maul accepted the, state- 
ment of Therina that they were the 
bodies of McTigue and Boody.’ A 
belt buckle with the letter “B” en- 
graved on it, assumed the property 
of Boody wes the only available 
mark of identification on either 
of the slain moonshiners. 

100 Bullet Holes in Shack. 
Sheriff Maul said that both men 
had been shot many times, by a 
machine gun. The shack in which 
they had been sleeping when the 
attack began, was riddled with 
more than 100 bullet holes. 

In. the flimsy building deputies 
found a machine gun and a sawed- 
off pump shotgun. Neither had 
been fired. Apparently these 
weapons were the moonshiners’ ar- 
senal. 

In the early morning attack 
police see accomplishment of a 
threat by Shelton gangsters that 
they would “make it hot” for St. 
Louis gangsters and pbootleggers 
found operating on the East Side. 
For years the Cuckoo gang has 
been active in the Kast Side coun- 
ties near St. Louis, operating stills, 
exacting tribute from gambling 
houses and now and then ventur- 
ing on a highly remunerative hold- 
up.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A rul- 
ing of Attorney-Generai Mitchell 
to the effect tha. stretches ef a 
stream heretofore considered nay- 
igable, are not navigable when 
wanted for hydro-electric develop- 
ment, the power trust has won a 
temporary victory over the ac- 
counting and legal experts of the 
Federal Power Commission, which 
is directed by law to protect the 
public interest in the navigable 
streams of the country. 
If the ruling is allowed to stand, 


many of the most valuable power 
sites in the country would be re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of the 
Power Commission, including the 
Bagnell project in Missouri. Sena- 
tors Brookhart of Iowa and [ra- 
zier of North Dakota said today 
that they would advise the Com- 
mission to ignore the ruling. They 
declared that if the present Water 
Power Act sllowed any such inter- 
pretation, Congress undoubtedly 
would amend the act. 

Escape Accounting Inspection. 

Mitchell’s decision was given at 
the request of F. E. Bonner, execu- 
tive secretary of the commission, 
for an opinion regarding the ap- 
plication of Appalachian Power 
Co., a subsidiary of the Electric 
Bond & Share Co., for a license to 
develop a hydro-electric power site 
on the New River, near Radford, 
Va. Behind the ruling is the long 
struggle of the power companies to 
escape the rigorous accounting in- 
spection of the Power Commission, 
as supervised by William V. King, 
chief accountant. 

Under the = Attorney-General’s 
ruling, the proposed New River 
development would be classified 
as a “minor project” and the com- 
pany would receive a 60-year 
license to use the water of the 
stream and. not submit its account- 
ing records to the commission. The 
commission is directed under the 
Water Power act to check the “ac- 
tual legitimate expenses" incurred 
er major developments for protec- 
tion of the Government in case the 
Government wishes to recapture 
the plant at the expiration of the 
license. The Government's account- 
ing figures also are used by State 
commissions in determining the 
rates consumers shall pay for 
power. 


In the past several unsuccessful 
attempts have been made by power 
companies to prove that the pro- 
posed developments would be on 
non-navigable portions of a stream, 
but these attempts# ran into the 
acts of Congress appropriating 
money for these identical portions. 
The appropriations were based on 
army engineers’ reports to the ef- 
fect that these portions of the 
stream were considered navigable 
or affected the navigabilty ofthe 
lower stretches of the streafns. 

Halted by Army Engineers. 

The upper reaches of the New 
River in Virginia, *upon which 
Mitchell ruled, is an example. Re- 
cently the Virginia Highway Com- 
Mission started to build a bridge 
over the New River above the site 
of the proposed hydro-electric de- 
velopment, but the army éngineers 
halted the work, pointing out thai 
authorization by Congress for the 
bridge was necessary because that 
portion of the stream had . been 
classified as navigable. 

Improvements of the river were 
authorized in rivers and harbors 
acts in the 1870's. Although the 
. Jast appropriation was made in 
1888, as late as May 15, 1928, Con- 
gress included the New River in a 
river and harbor bill authorizing 
surveys. The army engineers’ re- 
port for 1925 describes the New 
River as follows: : 

“This river is one of the prinei- 
pal tributaries of the Kanawha, 
which has been improved for about 
90 miles by the construction of 10 
locks, It is really the Kanawha 
River under another name and 
the flow, if not properly regulated, 
could have an adverse effect on 
navigation during the low-water 
stages of the Kanawha.” 

The engineers also reported that 
the New River had ;reater power 
potentialities than any other river 
east of the Mississippt, except the 
Tennessee. 

Near Mellon Property. 

Not far from the site of the pro- 

posed development are lead and 
aluminum ore deposits owned by 
Secretary Mellon's aluminum com- 
pany. It would be possible for the 
hydro-electric plant to sell power 
to the mining company.

what it was all about I felt another 
terrific blow in the hip. I was 
thrown out of bed onto the floor 
and I knew I had been shot, 
‘The shooting died away. I tried 
to get up, but found my left leg 
wouldn't work, I crawled over to 
the cot where Pete McTigue was 
sleeping. I put my hand on his 
chest, but I pulled it away quick 
when I felt that he was bleeding. 
“Pete didn’t move and I was sure 
he was dead. Then I crawled over 
to Bill Boody’s cot. Bill’s face was 
bloody—it was just getting light 
and I could see him well, I said, 
‘Are you hurt, Bill?’ and he said, 
‘Yeah, you better get out of here, 
I’m finished.’ 

Fired Through Crack in Wall. 
“Then he fell back on the bed 
and gasped rea! loud, so I figured 
he was dead, too. I started for the 
door. The glass in it hadn’t been 
smashed, and the glass was still in 
the window so I figured the ma- 


chine gunner had let go at us from 


a crack in the wall just above my 
cot. ; 

“Just as.I crawled out of the 
door I heard more i.nachine gun 
fire down by the barn where the 
still was. When I had turned in 
for the night, James Dormondy (a 
Cuckoo gangster) and a Negro fire- 
man were down there tending the 
still, but I didn’t see them when 
I crawled out of the shack. 

“T lay there on the ground for a 
while and then I sneaked down 
toward the barn. There was no 
sound of voices, All I could hear 
was the still, making a rumbling 
noise, so I supposed it had been 
left to boil away all by itself, 

“Bill Boody’s Ford was standing 
near the shack. I made my way 
to it, crawled in and got the engine 
started. Driving with only one 
foot for clutch and brake I started 
off through the woods. It was 
pretty painful and once I ran into 
a tree and smashed a bumper. 
Finally I cagne to a road. 

“About a mile and a half down 
the road I slowed up when I saw 
two Ford sedans parked on the 
grass, I figured they were left 
there by the machine gunners and 
so I turned off through a eornfield 
and finally came to another road.” 
Therina told the reporter he 
thought he recognized one of the 
sedans, but declined to name _ the 
supposed owner. 

“After a while I came to a farm- 
house,”” he went on. “I asked the 
farmer to drive me to town, and 
told him I was wounded, but he 
slamamed the door. I1 got out on 
the highway finally and headed for 
St. Louis at 50 or 60 miles an hour. 
“Once, about eight miles south 
of the Free Bridge, I got so weak 
I pulled up beside the road, I was 
nauseated with the pain but final- 
ly I got all right and went on to 
the City Hospital.” ’ 

Therina said Boody and McTigue 
had come to tke still, apparently 
from St. Louis/at midnight, and 
had gone to bed soon afterward, 
Questioned About Shelton Gang. 

Therina was asked by police if 
he had heard that the Shelton gang 
of Fast St. Louis, once notorious 
for machine gun operations in Wil- 
liamson County, had served notice 
on Missouri bootleggers that they 
must stay out of Illinois. 

"Yes, I've heard of that,” Theri- 
na replied, but declined to discuss 
the matter further. He said that 
in the four days he and the other 
men had been at the still they 
had had no visits from hostile 
gangsters. 

Moceri, at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
went to the still two days ago with 
half a dozen other men. 

“The still was running and I 
was sleeping outside,” Moceri said, 
“when the shooting awakened me. 
{ got up and_ran and was hit as I 
ran. I crawled through the woods 
for some time, then got up and 
walked and finally fell down beside 
a road somewhere. <A farmer 
picked me up and took me te Wa- 
terloo.” 

The threat of the Shelton gang 
against Missouri gangsters operat- 
ing on the East Side has been 
widely known since early in the 
summer, The first shooting 
ascribed by police to the feud be- 
tween the gangs was that of Jo- 
seph Nesser, 26-year-old Cuckoo, 
who was attacked and wounded

NEW YORK, Oct. 2. — Henry 
Ford says the blame for the pres- 
ent industrial depression on busi 
ness men who watched the stock 
market instead of their business, 
and he thinks the cure lies in quan- 
tity production and intensive mar- 
keting of high-class goods. 

He outlines his opinions in a 
book, “Moving Forward,” pub- 
lished today by Doubleday, Doran 
& Co, He predicts that in 1950 
the American workingman will get 
a minimum wage of $27 a day, 
advocates high wages as one of 
the fundamental laws of business, 
and says genuine oyerproduction 


‘has never existed. 


In regard to wages, however, 
Ford belieyes that, while a man 
has a right to work, his right to 
a job depends on his ability to ren- 
der valuable service, He says he- 
lief that a company owes a living 
to those who work for it is based 
on “our traditional conception of 
master and servant.” 

Fallacy of Job Cry. 

‘Indeed,” says Ford, “many 
worthy people cannot comprehend 
any other relation, and during those 
periods, when the men who should 
be leading business fail to lead, 
and consequently work is slack, the 
ery, ‘give men jobs,’ arises. Every- 
one would recognize the absurdity 
of employers parading bearing signs 
‘give us orders.’ There is essential- 
ly no difference between the actual 
position ef the employer and the 
employes.”

Cause of Depression. 

“The true occasion for alarm 
was deeply hid,” he says. “It con- 
sisted in the complete stoppage of 
improvement in quality of goods 
and in metliods of manufacture, 
which in turn causes a stoppage in 
the increasing values of:the pur- 
chasing money. Ther? is bound to 
come a time when things are of- 
fered for sale at so much more 
than they are worth that the pub- 
lic will hesitate to buy them, and 
then will stop buying altogether 
and may even fajl into a panic 
about what it has bought. 

“No one has yet been born who 
can manage both to manipulate 
the market for its stock and also 
do business in such a way that it 
will be profitable. The two do 
not and cannot mix. 

“The immediate cure for depres- 
sion, and by depression I mean a 
period when men are out of work 
and not able to improve their 
standards of living, is told In one 
word — quantity — quantities of 
goods pushed out into the world. 

“But it is not enougr simply to 
manufacture goods. There is no 
service in simply setting up a ma- 
chine or a plant and letting it 
turn out goods. The service ex- 
tends into every detajl of the de- 
sign, the making, the wages paid 
and the selling price.”

With a full program of public

The petition of Public Adminis- 
trator Terry of St. Louls County to 
set aside letters of administration 
granted in the St. Louls Probate 
Court on the $700,000 estate of 
Dietrich Hedenkamp was denied 
today by Judge Holtcamp. 


Terry asserted Hedenkamp was 


a resident of St. Louis County, 
living on a 20-acre tract on the 


Rott road, near Denny road, and 
for that reason administration 
should be in the Probe*: Court at 
Clayton, 

Following Hedenkamp’s death 
July 25, 1929, the Probate Court 
here issued letters to his widow, 
Mrs. Minnie Hedenkamp; T. Henry 
Ruppert and J. B. Ganger, execu- 
tors under the will. Terry there- 
after filed on the estate at Clay- 
ton, declaring the St. Louis court 
was without jurisdiction. In his 

ceedings to get control he in- 

uced eviddnce that Hedenkamp 
had lived in the county about six 
years up to the time of his death 
and made personal tax returns 
there. A witness quoted Heden- 
kamp as saying Gov. Caulfield 
would not appoint him a member 
of the 8t. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners because he was a 
resident of the county. 


Robert M. Zeppenfeld, attorney. 


for the executors, contended Hed- 
enkamp’s legal residence was in 
St. Louis, where he was a regis- 
tered voter, having a room at 4138 
Beethoven avenue in the Thir- 
teenth Ward. Circuit Clerk John 
Schmoll of that ward testified Hed- 
enkamp continued active in Re- 
publican circles of the ward until 
he ‘died. It was known, Schmoll 
said, that he was contemplating 
erecting a home in the Thirteenth 
Ward. 

According to Zeppenfeld, the 
statement of Hedenkamp in regard 
to the police commissionership was 
misunderstood, the Governor hav- 
ing assigned other reasons for not 
appointing him. But even if ad- 
ministration were properly in the 
county, counsel argued, Terry 
would have no right to administer, 
since the will named executors.

CO-OPERATION IS URGED 
AMONG BRITISH STATES 
AT EMPIRE CONFERENCE 


Political, Defense and 


Trade Relations Chief 


Topic at London Meeting at Which All — 
Dominions Are Represented.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—“*Another 
turning point in the wonderful 
story of the British people,” to 
quote Prime Minister Ramsay Mat- 
Donald, was reached when states- 
men representing the component 
parts of the empire assembled in 
the historic Locarno room of the 
British Foreign Office here for the 
opening session of the British Im-« 
perial Conference. ' 

The pressing necessity for closer 
economic relations between the 
members of the British common- 
wealth of nations, whose citizens 
comprise a quarter of the world’s 
population, was stressed by prac- 
tically every speaker at the two- 
hour meetjng yesterday over which 
MacDonald presided. - ; 

All the British self-governing do- 
minions were represented by their 
Prime Ministers except the Irish 
Free State, which was represented 
by Patrick McGilligan, Minister of 
Ixternal Affairs. India was repre- 
sented by Wedgewood Benn, British 
Secretary of State for India, the 
of Bikaner, former 
Chancellor of the Chamber of In- 
dian Princes, and Sir Muhummad 
Shafti. 

Three Main Topics, 

In the opening conference Mac- 
Donald briefly outlined the sub- 
jects which will be discussed on its 
threefold program: First, the po- 
litical and constitutional relations 
between the various pa of the 
Empire; second, related questions 
of foreign policy and defense, and 
third, economic and trade mat- 
ters. Referring to the coming dis- 
imperial re- 
MacDonald said: 

“While en ed in that work 
shall not rget that behind 
it is the task of building for the 
future. Whatever changes of form 
we may accept’ we should be 
guided by the truth that, although 
form is undoubtedly important, it 


‘is the spirit sti the form that 


matters.”’ 

he speeches a the dominion 
that 
trade and economic problems are 
uppermost in their minds. 
spokesman for the Irish Free 
State was the only delegate Who 
raised the issue of the consti 
tional relations between a self- 
governing dominion and Great 
Britain in a manner sufficiently 
positive to indicate that such ques- 
tions as the right of a dominion to 
secede from the empire and the 
obligations of a-dominion to ac- 
cept the findings of the Judicial 
Committee of the privy council as 
the Supreme Court of.the British 
Empire may lead to considerable 
controversy later on during the 
conference. 

State Sovereignty Insisted on. 

“When speaking of trade rela- 
tions as a delegate of the Irish 
Free State,” McGilligan said, “I 
must not forget to remind you that 
there are things of a different 
order which we value and always 
have value@d most sincerely and 
most passionately. For us recogni- 
tion of our position as a free and 
sovereign state comes before all 
other considerations. 

“We desire to be able to devote 
Ourselves entirely to the develop- 
ment of the prosperity of our peo- 
ple and to co-operate with the 
other governments of the com- 
monwealth in raising the level of 
human happiness in other coun- 
tries. While certain elements of 
the old system of imperial control 
were retained, even though it was 
only in form, the will to co-operate 
was correspondingly weakened. 
We most earnestly urge upon the 
present conference the need of re- 
moving finally those last obstacles 
to harmonious and easy inter- 
course. 

“As long as any form of con- 


trol remained co-operation had to’ 


be tinged with some coloring of 
compuls That made it less 
whole-hearted and less effective. 
I shouldn’t be frank with you if 
at this juncture I did not definite- 
ly place before you, in what 
seems to my Government to be 
the proper perspective, considera- 
tions which govern the proceed- 
ings of this conference.” 

Roubts Merit of Formal Ruling. 

J. M. Hertzog, Premier of South 
Africa, who has been credited by 
many with a determination to 
have the present conference state 
explicitly the right of a dominion 
to secede, merely said that the 
constitutional questions before the 
conference had been practically 
settled already, “except for. the 
purpose of formal sanction or con- 
sideration of some matters of de- 
tail,” thus perhaps leaving the way 
clear for him to take a stronger 
position later. 

Somewhat less vague on the sub- 
ject was J. H. Scullin, newly elect- 
ed Prémier of Australia, who said: 
“We hold that it is quite possible 
to reconcile complete and effective 
autonomy of the dominions with 
the unity of the British com- 
monwealth as a’ whole — but 
not if we attempt to dot every 
‘i’ and cross every ‘t.”. We are a 
free association of peoples—and to 


Nments, concluding: 


[my mind there is nothing to be 
gained, and perhaps a great deal 
to lose by attempting to crystallize 
our relations too closely within the 
confines of any formal document.” 

In conference circles. this is in- 
terpreted as meaning that Scullin 
thinks it would be a mistaken poli- 
cy to attempt to pass resolutions 
flatiy and offenly declaring the 
right of dominions to secede or to 


remain neutral in the event of 
Great Britain's going to war. 
MacDonald .Urges Unity. 
MacDonald, in his opening 


speech, made a plea for a united 
commonwealth as a means of hast- 
ening disarmament and preventing 
war, declaring: “Members acting si- 
multaneously and together'can ex- 
ercise an influence greatly ¢xceed- 
ing any that can be employed by 
one member or series of mémbers 
acting individually.” 

On the question of inter-imperial 
trade the British Prime Minister 
confined himself to general state- 
“We require 

practical measures of far-reaching 
soundness and not short-sighted at- 
tractions with unknown reactions,”’ 
a phrase which some interpreted as 
la slap at ‘Lord Beaverbrook’s cru- 
sade for empire free trade. 


R. B. Bennett, the new Conserva- 
tive Premier of Canada, who spoke 
after MacDonald, was equally brief 
and general in talking about Em- 
pire trade, But Scullin, Australian 
Premier, devoted considerable time 
to urging the necessity and prac- 
ticability of increased trade within 
the Empire. 

“The resources of the British 
commonwealth of nations,” he said, 
“are sufficient to provide a per- 
manent basis for our joint prosperi- 
ty. It could be made to supply al! 
our requirements of agricultural 
products; and in only a few mineral 
products is it necessary to look 
outside its borders. The urgent 
problem of today, however, is pri- 
marily one of markets rather than 
of production.” | 

Then came the definite sugges- 
tion that “within the Empire we 
are_able to make preferential ar- 
rangements which are impossible 
in the outside world owing to the 
network of commercial treaties ex- 
isting between most foreign coun- 
tries. We can guarantee one an- 
other markets of suff::ient import- 
pance in most commodities to ab- 

sorb a far greater volume of pro- 
duction than we have yet attained.” 


He followed this statement with 
statistics -lhowing the great value 
of agricultural products imported 
by Great Britain and figures on 
importations of manufactured 
goods other than British or Em- 
pire-made goods—all this to ad- 
vance an argument for greater ex- 
change of farm and manufactured 
products inside the British Empire. 

Hertzog followed Scullin’s gen- 
eral line of reasoning in.his refer- 
ence to trade problems. 

“South Africa,” said he, “would 
welcome examination of the possi- 
bilities of extending existing eco- 
nomic and trade relations by the 
adoption of _jnter-commonwealth 
trade agreements providing for ex- 
tension of reciprocal tariff benefits 
on a fair and reasonable basis and 
| for periods sufficiently lengthy to 
create confidence and stability. The 
course éventually to be pursued by 
the dominions must depend in the 
main upon the manner and extent 
to which their interests are going 
to be affected by the policy adopt- 
ed by Great Britain.” / 


Banquet at Guildhall. 


Delegates to the conference were 
guests at a banquet at the Guild- 
hall last night over which Prince 
Arthur of Connaught presided. He 
disclosed that an “eminent archi- 
tect” had been approached re- 
garding the erection of a great 
Empire building in London. 

Prime Minister MacDonald de- 
livered a brief address on the 
opening of the conference which 
was broadcast to the United States. 
The gathering of statesmen in 
‘London, he said, “is not a super- 
Cabinet with executive authority 
or a parliament with powers to 
legislate,” thus making clear the 
purely advisory nature of the im- 
perial conference. 

“Now that the old house of the 
Empire based on government from 
London had proved too narrow 
for the process of constitutional 
development,”’ MacDonald § said, 
“we must build our new house of 
the British commonwealth, based 
on the principle of free, co- 
operation. Trade will not keep our 
affections vital, but vital affection 
will keep our trade ample.”

Total receipts -were $868,940,213.

The receipts were about $150,-

The chief difference in the ex- 
penditures was in the sinking fund, 
to which was added only $65,000,- 
000 this year as compared with 
$236,864,000 last year. 

Ordinary expenditures of the 
Government increased approxi- 
mately $30,000,000 this year to a 
total of $751,686,958. 

Customs revenue dropped from 
$161,000,000 in the first three 
months of 1930 to $94,937,000 in 
the same period of this year. In- 
come tax receipts dropped from 
$609,000,000 to $554,000,000, while 
miscellaneous internal revenue 
dropped from  $161,000,000 to 
$156,000,000. 


FOR RELIEF OF FARMERS 


’ Missouri, Alabama, Oklahoma and 
Virginia to Receive Funds for 
Seed and Fertilizer. 


By the Associated Press. / 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Farm- 


ers hard hit by the drouth in four 
states have been allotted $550,000 
by the Department of Agriculture 
to purchase seed and fertilizer for 
fall and winter pastures. 

~The money, @ part of the unex- 
pended balance of the $6,000,000 
storm and flood relief appropria- 
tion for 15 states made at the last 
session of Congress, is to go to 
Alabama, Oklahoma,. Virginia and 
Missouri, which were included 
among the 15 covered by the origi- 
nal appropriation. 

Oct. 15 has been set as the final 
day for accepting applications, by 
which time ® is expected the 2000 
applications, which have been 
made ‘since Secretary Hyde an- 
nounced his intention of using the 
funds for the purpose, will have 
been doubled. 

The loans will be made on the 
farmer’s promissory note and a 
mortgage on the crop to be plant- 
ed. Approval must be given by the 
County Committee set up for the 
administration of the flood and 
storm relief act. ° 

Limitations of the act will per- 
rmit the use of the money (for 
1930 crops only. It was explained 
that grains might be planted for 
temporary pasture where farmers 
are without feed for their live- 
stock,. 

To date, 1732 of the applications 
for loans have been approved, in- 
cluding Missouri, $16,469 on« 325 
loans.

United States, it is 
estimated moré than one-half are either 
delinquent or in open default, In other 
words, over $65,000,000 in good, hard 
cash has been literally wiped out in the 
course of less than eight years—which 
anyone will admit is some record! Some 
of the bonds issued fell to one-half their 
issue price within three years and even 
less. 

As Congressman John J. Cochran 
pointed out in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
the promoters “capitalized’’ their fran- 
chises as fast as they received them. 
They were mighty good “collateral” for 
advances made by the firms which ped- 
died these bonds to the unsuspecting. It 
is credibly reported in the South that one 
of the most active of the promoting gen- 
try “feathered his nest’ to the extent of 
over $500,000 out of the private toll 
bridge concessions liberally handed him 
by-a supine and ignorant group in Wash- 
ington.

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REDISTRICTING THE WARDS. \ 

The Board of Aldermen moved unhesitatingly and 
wisely last Friday in adopting unanimously Alder- 
man Wimer’s resolution calling for a redistricting 
of the city’s 28-wards. The population and. voting 
strength of the wards has become exceedingly dis- 
proportionate in recent years, with the result that 
representation is unfair and undesirable political re- 
sults are possible in elections. It is in obedience 
to the plain mandate of the city Charter that the 
Aldermen have acted. The Charter says (and this 
obviously is a direction to the Board of Aldermen) : 

* * * From time to time corrected ward 

boundaries may be established by ordinance 
which shall comprise, as nearly as practicable, 
compact and contiguous territory within straight 
lines, and contain as nearly as may be the same 
number of registered voters. 
At the time of the last redistricting, a number of 
years ago, the Board of Aldermen™ approached a rea- 
sonable distribution of population, but they failed 
in many instances to make the wards compact and 
within straight lines, in their anxiety to see that 
some politicians were included in some wards and 
others left out of other wards. For the benefit of 
all persons concerned in political and civic activities 
—and sooner or later that means nearly all citisens 
—it is desirable to have straight, homogeneous 
wards. It is to be hoped the special committee to 
be appointed tomorrow by President Neun will dis- 
regard the inevitable clamorings for a biased redis- 
wwicting, and will hew to the line of fairness. 
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With the fall election speeding toward us, it is no 
wonder unemployment worries certain Senators and 
Congressmen. 
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GLARING HEADLIGHTS, _ 

Motoring in St. Louis and its environs at night has 
become an eye-torturing task because of glaring 
headlights. To make a guess, at least six cars out 
of 10 have headlights in violation of a city ordinance 
designed to rid the city of the nuisance. Sporadic 
and half-hearted attempts have been made to enforce 
this law, but for the most part it is completely 
ignored both by police and motorists. Many accidents 
have been caused by this neglect, particularly on 
rainy nights when reflections from the pavement add 
to the difficulty of seeing ahead. 

In Chicago, New York and elsewhere, glaring head- 
lights have long ago been abolished by law with the 
enthusiastic co-operation. of public opinion. If a mo 
torist appears on a Chicago street with glaring lamps, 
and he is not observed by a policeman, other motor. 
ists are quick to apprise him of his error. Visitors 
from the East and North are, therefore, appalled by 
the condition in St. Louis and wonder why we, tol- 
erate it. |

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BIRKENHEAD, ADVENTURER AND GENIUS. 

The list of honors and achievements in the obitu- 
ary articles on Lord Birkenhead might have belonged 
to a statesman high in his eighties and active to the 
end. Yet Birkénhead was only 58 at his death; his 
public life.had covered just 22 years. And all his 
accomplishments were by his own ability and energy, 
without the prestige of family position or wealth to 
smooth the path. By his own efforts he rose from 
plain F. E. Smith to an earldom, from meager pit: 
tances in 1899, his first year of legal practice, to fab- 
ulous fees only.15 years later. He admitted himself 
to be, like Disraeli, an adventurer, for “he who, 
starting with nothing, fights hard while coneeiving 
ambitiously, must be an adventurer.” 

His youth was seized upon by opponents through- 
out his career as a criticism, but it was his youthful 
spirit that kept him always forging ahead. His ca- 
reer, brief as compared with Britain’s traditfon of 
veteran public men, included a erucial period of his 
country’s history, the war years. Here he acquitted 
himself brilliantly; in active army service, heading 
the press bureau, as Attorney-General, finally ag Lord 
Chancellor at 46. A Conservative by Oxford tradi- 
tion and by conviction. he was not a die-hard, and 
preferred to stand with Lloyd George when the coa- 
lition Cabinet fell, despite cries'of “Judas” from his 
own party. Baldwin healed the breach, and gave 
him another Cabinet post in 1924. 

Birkenhead had his enemies, but his elbquence and 
his talents forced their admiration.’ He had true 
genius, as our own Lincoln did. Asquith, a Liberal, 
said he had “the best all-round brain in the country.”

Insurance Against Unemployment 


A time when many are jobless reawakens interest in remedies for unemployment; 
insurance -under Goverment auspices one of the most familiar of these; this 
proposal, however, held to be the dole in disguise and economically unsound.

ANY intelligent Americans have ex- 
MV vressea themselves in favor of Fed- 

eral insurance for those who are 
lose their jobs in times of 
depression. Robert W. Dunn, secretary 
of the Labor Research Association, 
and’ Dr. John~ Andrews, secretary of the 
American Association for Labor Legislation, 
have lately joined hands with the Socialist 
who hopes for the governorship of New 
York, Louis Waldman, in advocating such 
& measure, Senator James Couzens has put 
himself prominently on record as saying 
that the American Government will ‘intro- 
duce this type of insurance if American in- 
dustry does not do it. Last, but not least, 
we mention the name of Dr. John A. Ryan, 
who has frequently voiced.the opinion, these 
past several years, that such provision for 
hard times, although merely a palliative, 
would be a good one, 

Yet Federal insurance for the unem- 
ployed is as far as ever from becoming a 
fact in the United States. It was not in any 
way included in the first actual] step toward 
national interference in the unemployment 
problem—the Wagner unemployment bills, 
which are now resting safely, almost in 
their graves, during the adjournment of 
Congress. And there are numerous Amerfs 
cans of Jiberal tendencies, with & genuine 
interest in their fellowecifizens, who do 
not think that any good Would ever come 
of building up, by Government support, a 
fulld against: the workless days, months or 
years that may come to those who are now 
at work,

Social insurance has met with success in the 
form of accident, old age and health bene- 
fits; why, then,. should it not be equally 
beneficial in the problem under question? 
So the reasoning ¢ It proceeds. with 
the statement that most European coun- 
tries have tried it, and we should not be 
backward... The great strength, however, 
of the proposal cOmes from the fact that 
it involves social legislation for the avowed 
benefit of the workers, and this form of bill 
automatically carries the approv 
great many who are interested in anything 
that promises the material betterment of 
the condition of the poor man and the la- 
borer.

The answer usually given is that Federal 
action in this matter would be an infringe- 
ment upon states’ rights. But this point is 
weak, by analogy, for the national funds 
have been welcomed in cases like’ matern- 
ity benefits when the national Government 
has stretched forth a, guiding finger with- 
out compelling any action on the part of the 
states. The reasons for opposing Federal 
unemployment insurance really go much 
fleeper than that. 

~ - * 

In the first place, there is the argument 
from economics, Insurance of the poten- 
tially jobless is so unsound and uncertain a 
risk that private companies, unless they are 
directly concerned with the individuals par- 
ticipating, will not undertake it. For, with 
the rapidly’ changing industrial conditions 
and the inadequacy of statistics for fore- 
telling future events, the fund necessary for 


providing against emergencies in employ-. 


ment would have to be so gigantic that pri- 
vately insured persons would never consider 
it worth subscribing. 


Another force operates to make this so- ‘ 


cial palliative unsound from the economic 
viewpoint. The cases are but isolated in 
which the holding of insurance causes peo- 
ple to take their lives, or burn their homes, 
for the sake of collecting from the com- 
pany. But insurance for the unemployed 
works in a vicious circle. 
voking ‘additional precautions and preven- 
tive measures against the evil it would 
remedy, it supplies a new incentive for the 
evil. This is true-because people who are 
paying a percentage of their wages toward 
increasing the Government heap of wealth 
set aside for the jobless come to feel, after 
a time, that they are foolish not to collect 
on their premiums. They therefore lose 
interest in holding their places, and can 


easily find excuses for leaving or being “no. 


longer needed.” 

Furthermore, once they are out of work 
and are receiving Government support for 
doing nothing, they are in no great hurry 
to find new positions. If the length of 
time, proportionate to the premiums paid, . 
expires, the Government must extend the 
duration or take the’joblesa worker and his 
family as charity cases; and by this time 
the individuals concerned are quite ac- 
climated to being cared for by the kindly: 
state. Thus Federal unemployment insur- 
ance would increase both actual unemploy- 
ment and the need for such’ instirance.

Leonard P. Ayers Says Half 
Way Point Between De- 
pression and Prosperity 
Peak Is Approaching. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 2.—Busi- 
ness will reach a ‘statisticians’ nor- 
mal,” that is, a point about half- 
way between the peak of Gepres- | 
sion and the peak of prosperity, by | 
the end of 1931, Leonard P. Ayres, 
vice president of the Cleveland 
Trust Co. and business forecaster, 
said yesterday, in an address at 
a meeting of the savings bank di- 
vision of the American Bankers’’ 
Association in convention here. 

Ayres traced the cycles of busi- 
ness during the last 62 years. He 
said there had been seven minor 
depressions and seven major ones. 
The minor ones have been national 
in scope and the major ones inter- 
national. 

“We do not know exactly what 
causes these depressions,”’ he said, 
“but we can observe some of the 
psychological conditions of the 
people during them. 

“In rising out of a depression we 
pass through a period of increas- 
ing hope; as we reach prosperity 
our hope changes to confidence; 
our confidence brings a period of 
over-competition and production 
giving rise to a period of doubt; 
our doubt increases and we reach 
depression. 

Doubt Changes to Hope, 

“As we reach the low level our 
€oubt changes to hope again and 
we start a climb out of the depres- 
sion. That is where we are now, 
and with the expected recovery of 
automobile production and  build- 
ing construction at the first of the 
year, we should soon begin an up- 
ward climb. 

“The average. of the business 
cycle is about two years on the up- 
grade and one and one-third years 
on the down. We have now been 
14 months on the downgrade and 
this is another indication that the 
tide is turning. 

“Savings deposits in banks run 
in cycles along with the business: 
cycles. When a depression ar- 
rives we draw out our savings to 
pay our bills. As we reach pros- 
perity there is a gradual decline in 
savings. In prosperity we do not 
Save as much as we do in depres- 
sion.”’ 

Attacks U. S. Rail Policy. 

Fred W. Sargent, president of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
Co., told the bankers at the closing 
business session today that the 
Government's transportation policy 
threatened the future welfare of 
the railroads. He said profits of 
the railroads had been constantly 
nibbled away by rate reductions, 
beginning with the year 1921 and 
culminating in reductions in rates 
on grain. 

At the same time, he said, con- 
siderable quantities of freight had 
been lost by the railroads in the 
diversion of traffic from them to 
inland waterways and highways. 
The competitors of the railroads 
had been subsidized, he charged, 
by taxpayers’ money. 

Lawmakers and politicians were 
attacked by Fred L Kent, director 
of the Bankers’ Trust Co. of New 
York, who told the convention he 
deplored the “existing world-wide 
terdency of the masses of people 
to follow unbalanced and unscrup- 
ulous politicians in finding reme- 
dies for economic conditions by 
methods in direct violation of 
knowledge gained by experienced 
men. Government in many quar- 
ters has fallen into incompetent 
hands, and in consequence, respect 
for law has been dissipated, Kent 
said. 

For Branch Banking. 

The association yesterday modi- 
fied the stand it had taken in op- 
position to braneh banking by ap- 
proving “community-wide branch 
banking in rural districts and 
metropolitan areas where econom- 
ically justified.” 

It condemned the dole system of 
unemployment relief and express- 
ed approval of the Bank of Inter- 
national Relations. 

Support was given the section of 
the House resolution pending in 
Congress providing that taxes on 
shares of national banks be meas- 
ured by taxes on competing money- 
ed capital. 

Rome C. Stephenson, vice presi- 
dent of the St. Joseph County Sav- 
ings Bank of South Ben, Ind, was 
elected president of the association 
to succeed John G. Lonsdale of 8t. 
Louis. Harry J. Haas, president of 
the First National Bank of Phila- 
delphia, and Francis J. Sisson, vice 
president of the Guaranty Trust 
Co. of New York, weree lected first 
and second vice presidents, respec- 
tively, of the association.

$7 848,000,000 A YEAR 


Estimate Based on Price of 
Ingredients Used in Manu- 
facture of Liquor. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2~—Ameri- 


can drinkers, on the estimate of 
the Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment, are spending 


$2,848.000,000 a year for intoxi- 
cants under prohibition, 

This figure, the association said, 
was base on an 18 months’ study 
of production of materials used in 
manufacturing spirits, wines and 
beer, deducting the estimated 
amounts used in legitimate indus- 
try. It ealculated that the aver- 
age retail price at 50 cents a gal- 
lon for beer, $2.30 for wine and 
$11 for spirits. 

The drink bill, it maintained, 
“exceeds the most liberal estimate 
of what we would have been 
spending if the eighteenth amend- 
ment had never been enacted.”’ 

“We believe that $2.500,000,000, 
exclusive of revenue,” the associa- 
tion added, “is a generous estimate 
of what we would have been spend- 
ing today if there were no prohi- 
bition. We can find no basis for 
the sweeping claim that we should 
now be spending from $3,000,000.- 
000 to $7,000,000,000 for drink if 
there were no prohibition.”’ 

Prohibition and Worker. 

The wet estimate of liquor ex- 
penditures was contained in a 
pamphlet issued under the title 
“Does ‘Prohibition Pay?” In addi- 
tion to presenting the drink bill, 
the booklet took issue with the 
statement thaf€ prohibition had in- 
creased productivity of workers. 
asserting the report of President 
Hoover's committee on recent eco- 
nomic changes was taken as a 
guide and it “nowhere mentions 
prohibition as a factor in the in- 
creaséd output of working men.” 

“The increased output of work- 
ers can be accounted for,” the re- 
port said, “by the increased Use of 
power, tmproved machinery, mass 
production, personnel management 
and similar factors which are quite 
outside the control of the indivdual 
worker.” 

The association estimated the 
per capita consumption of beer at 
a little over one-fourth the pre- 
war figure, with wine consumption 
nearly doubled and use of spirits 
about one-tenth higher than be- 
fore prohibition. The totals given 
were 790,000,090 gallons of beer, 
110,000,000 of wine and 200,000,- 
000 of spirits. 

Bootleg Prices Analyzed. 

The estimates of materials 
tering production, it said, were 
taken from trade and official 
sources and covered hops, grapes, 
corn sugar, cane and beet sugar, 
molasses, corn meal, grain mash 
and illicitly diverted alcohol. 

Bootleg prices in 30 unnamed 
communities were taken into ac- 
count, but top prices were not ap- 
plied to the total because, the re- 
port said, “with the exception of

Paul Blackwelder Calls; Attention 


The proposed consolidation of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County as 
Greater St. Louis would “do away 
with the abomination in the coun- 
ty of allowing criminal justice to 
be administered by men who earn 
fees for administering it,” Paul 
Blackwelder of the Citizens’ Met- 
ropolitan Committee of 1000 told 
the Thirty-ninth Street Business 
and Improvement Association last 
night. He referred particularly to 
traffic cases. The plan provides for 
taking criminal jurisdiction away 
from Justices of the Peace and 
Constables in the county, as in the 
city, decreasing the number of Jus- 
tices to five and giving the county 
area a minor criminal court like 
the city’s Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection.

The American brought machine 
guns into action to supplement the 
fire from the larger pieces. The 
Reds were silenced. 

This is the second time the 
Luzon has drawn rebel fire in re- 
cent weeks. She was attacked 25 
miles above Wusueh, Hupeh, Sept. 
16, and fought her way past the 
marauders in a 40-minute engage- 
ment. 

Red attacks upon river craft are 
reported steadily increasing. Amer- 
ican gunboats have been subjected 
to nine such onslaughts in the last 
three months. 

The Communist menace to Nan- 
chang and Kieukiang, important 
Kiangsi province cities, caused the 
Nationalist Government military 
headquarters at Hankow to with- 
draw 10,000 soldiers from Hunan 
province for duty. in the Kiangsi 
area.

Even in defeat the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals have shown themselves a first 
class fighting ball club, and I have 
an idea that it will be more and 
more apparent before this series is 
over. :

Grimes Equal of Grove. 


It cannot be said that Grove 
showed any pitching superiority 
over Grimes, even if he did win.

INSISTENCE UPON QUALITY | 


History of Gigantic Organization Serving 16 
States Goes Back to Early Struggles of Man 
Who Was Proud to ‘Be a Crank’ in Buying 


When a grocery company advances to the point at which it is 
operating more than 5500 stores, doing an annual business of more 
than $250,000,000, the folks who marvel at the gigantic proportions 
of such an enterprise are curious to know the story behind it. 

So it is that to discover the story back of the Kroger Grocery & 


Baking Co., 


to which the figures given above apply, one must go 


back to the life story of B. H. Kroger. 


Born in Cincinnati in 1860, the 
fourth oldest ina family that 


grew to eight, B. H. Kroger was 
the son of a small merchant who 
had come to America from Al- 
sacg-Lorraine in 1827. From his 
mother, who had been brought to 
America from Germany at 3, 
Kroger inherited those qualities 
of perserverance and insistence 
that a task be done right which 
characterized the vigorous deter- 
mination with which he energized 
his business. 
Pay—S$6 a Month. 

When his father’s general store 
failed during the panic of 1873, 
Bernard Kroger, small and frail, 
got work in &@ drug store—work 
which he was obliged soon to 
forsake because it demanded his 
appearance seven days in a week, 
thus conflicting with his mother’s 
determination to have her chil- 
dren in church every Sunday. 

Next he worked at $6 a month 
on afarm. At the end of a year 
and a half of such experience, he 
came back into town “skinny, 
yellowed, long-haired, big-eyed, 
and shaken by attacks of ma- 
laria.”"’ His clothes were worn out 
and patched. He wore leather 
boots which, he recalls now, “‘rat- 
tled about my shins.” 

Bernard Kroger returned to 
the city never doubting for a 
moment that he could find a good 
job. “Sheer egotism was a]! that 
bolstered me up when I came 
back from the farm hunting 
work,” he said in a nationally- 
published interview. “Confidence 
oozed out of me. And I found my 
job. 

Takes Orders, Delivers. 


It was with a grocery store spe- 
cializing in coffee and tea. He 
solicited orders from housewives 
one day, delivered the goods or- 
dered the following day and made 
$9 weekly on a commission basis. 


Eight months later, he received |

an offer of larger 


withyanother company. He ac- 


cepted, but learned in less than 
a month that it was not a job to 
his liking. He came to realize 
that the coffee he was selling was 
not good coffee. 

His reactions to this awakening 
merit recording here: ‘“‘The more 
I saw of people the clearer be- 
came my realization that they 
could not be fooled. How I served 
a customer had something to do 
with why she bought. Price and 
appearance had something to do 
with it. These made a first sale. 
But what made resales was the 
satisfaction found in the article 
itself when put to use. If that 
failed, all failed, and the custom-

The formula for 
it was simplicity. The store mere- 
ly would have to combine four 
oo. aa service, fair 
price, attractive-appearing goods, 
and first quality.

Strong on Trappings. 

Auspiciously did the undertak- 
ing start. Kroger bought a smart 
looking horse, a set of glittering 
harness and a shiny wagon. But 

trouble crossed his path; the 

horse was killed, the wagon 
smashed and $68 worth of groc- 
eries strewn along the road when 
his partner triea to beat an ex- 
press train over a grade crossing. 
Not much later, the Ohio River 
overflowed its banks and flooded 
his store, causing a $300 loss. 

Yet at the end of the year, 
Kroger and his partner found 
their assets amounted to $2620. 
His partner sold out to him for 
$1500, and then came a new test; 
Kroger's lease on his store ex- 
pired and he derermined to move 
from his choice tocation when his 
landlord proposed renewal at 
what he considered an exorbitant 
price. 

So he left the market place and 
moved into a side street, into a 
location which invited the derision 
of rival storekeepers. 

“Duplicates, Reduplicates.” 

And yet— 

Before three months were up, 
Kroger had opened a second 
store. 

At the end of six months, he 
had three stores. At the end of 
the year, four. 

“What did I do? Simply du- 
plicate and reduplicate what was 
demonstrated to be a successful 
thing,’’ he explains. 

So it is that the Kroger suc-

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Chain Store Executives 
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Assemble in Convention 


National Chain Store Association Has 
‘Become Representative of Every Type 
of Chain Store Throughout the Country 


Chain store executives from all 


parts of the United States as- 
sembled in Chicago September 29 
for the third annual convention 
of the National Chain Store Asso- 
clation. The sessions, which were 
held at the Palmer House, last- 
ed three days, September 29 and 
30 and October 1. 

In view of the widespread dis- 
cussion of chain stores in virtual- 
ly every section of the country, 
the indications are that all classes 
of merchants, manufacturers, leg- 
islators, community leaders and 
the public in general will watch 
with interest the deliberations of 
the representatives of the chain 
store industry. 

Albert H. Morrill, president of 
the association and head of The 
Kroger Grocery and Baking Com- 
pany, in a general invitation to 
-the convention said: 

“The chain store industry is 
going through a pefiod of un- 
warranted attacks and necessary 
internal improvement. Never in 
the past, and probably never in 
the future, will the call for co- 
operation, solidarity, exchange of 
ideas, the establishment of high 
standards of business ethics and 
efficient merchandising, among 
the chains, be as urgent as it is 
today. 

“The constituent parts of a 
great, though young ‘industry, 
peculiarly free from abuses inci- 
dent to big business of the past, 


need contact, instruction and mu- 
tual understanding. ‘The three 
day's convention, as planned, will 
help to supply these needs. For 
the welfare of the great public 
which we serve, and the better- 
ment of our own functions, may 
we urge your attendance at the 
convention.” 

R. W. Lyons, executive vice- 
president of the association, had 
the program in charge which in- 
cluded a number of nationally- 
known leaders in the business, 
professional and educational 
fields. 

Dr. A. W. Palmer, president of 
Chicago Theological Seminary, 
made the invocation. 

Morning sessions of the first 
two days were devoted to discus- 
sions of problems of the industry. 

At luncheon, on September 29, 
delegates and guests were ad- 
dressed by Silas Hardy Strawn, 
internationally-known banked, 
merchant and lawyer. 

The luncheon speaker for the 
second day was Hon. James M. 
Beck, Congressman from Pennsyl- 
vania and former solicitor-general 
of the United States. 

At the annual banquet on the 
evening of September 30, David 
Lawrence, president and editor of 
the United States Daily, made the 
address. An executive business 
session closed the convention yes- 
terday.

When 
these shipments arrive in New 
York, ship samples are tested in 
the office of the -tmporter and 
other samples sent to the Kroger 
coffee. buyer in St. Louis. Here 
the coffee is tested for its flavor, 
strength and aroma. The coffee 
testers depend entirely upon their 
senses of taste and. smell, and 
often devote their entire lives to 
this work. 

Brands Blended Carefully. 
The various lots are sent to the 
Kroger coffee roasting - plants 
where another test is made to in- 
sure the right grade of each kind.

| biended carefully to produce the 
distinctive delicacy of the Kroger 
brands, Some of the coffees are 
sharp with acid, some contain | 
the rich flavor which gives body.

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FARM BOARD MAKING 
NEW LOANS ON GRAIN 


Advances Are on Holdings on 
Which Co-Operatives Ob- 
tained Primary Credit. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
Federal Farm Board is making 
supplemental! loans on grain 
against which co-operatives al. 
ready have secured primary loans. 

This was announced yesterday 
by Chairman Legge, but he denied 
that the board contemplated estab- 
lishing any “pegged or other fixed 
price for grain.”’ 

The supplemental loans are be- 
ing made on grain on which co- 
operatives have already secured 
primary loans, based on a percent- 
aze of the market value at the 
time the loans are made. 

Under the financial set-up, the 
Farm Board commitment was 
made to the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation. Member co- 
operatives obtain the supplemental 
loans when necessary through the 
Farmers’ National. 


Loans Made to Protect Margins of 
Co-Operative. 
By the Associated Press. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Oct. 2.—A. C. 
Adams, treasurer of the North Pa- 
cific Grain Growers, Inc., today 
had assurance that margins on 
wheat loans made to farmers of 
the Northwest would be protected, 
if necessary, by supplemental loans 
from the Federal Farm Board. 

This assurance, Adams 4an- 
nounced, came to F. J. Wilmer, 
president of the corporation, in 
telegrams from Sam R. McKelvie, 
grain member of the Farm Board, 
and the Farmers’ National Grain 
Corporation, Chicago. 

“This protection of the farmer’s 
account,” said Adams, “has no con- 
nection in any manner with price 
pegging. If the farmer’s loan ac- 
count gets ‘under water’ because 
of the falling wheat market, he is 
to b>» protected. The North Pa- 
cific Corporation has lost no money 
thus far through the slump in 
wheat.

amounting to 75 per cent of the 
market price at the time the 
loans were made, came when 
prices were 80 to 90 cents @ bushel. 
With the market at present levels, 
our 25, per cent margins are in 
danger of being wiped out. Rather 
than sell the farmers out at these 
prices, we appealed to the Farm 
Board for protection of the mar- 
gins.” 

The loans were made to growers 
in Western Montana, Northern 
Idaho, Eastern Washington and a 
part of Oregon. The corporation 
lent about $400,000 on consigned 
wheat, about 750,000 bushels. The 
loans on stored wheat—about $1,- 
300.000—cover about 3,000,000 
bushels. 


Time for Board to Buy More 
Wheat, Says Grange Head.

SALISBURY, N. C. Oct. %. = 
L. J. Taber, of Columbus, O., master 
of the National Grange, said in an 
address before the North Caro- 


lina Grange yesterday that the 
‘time has come” for the stabiliza- 
tion corporation of the Federal 
Farm Board to purchase 100,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat. 

“There is a double reason why 
the Stabilization Corporation should 
act at this time,” Taber said. 
“Wheat is selling below its actual 
cost of production and there is a 
shortage in the corn crop.” 

The speaker praised the work of 
the Farm Board but said it “must 
go further” in order to do the 
farmer the most benefit.

New Service, Extending Also 
to Los. Angeles, to Be 
Started Oct. 15. 


Direct air mail service from St. 
Louis to New York and to Los An- 
geles will begin Oct. 15, under con- 
tracts let by Postmaster-General 
Brown yesterday to Western Air 
Express of Los Angeles and T. A. 
T.-Maddux Air Lines of New York. 

Initial service will consist of day- 
light flights only. The contract car- 
riers announced, however, that 24- 
hour mall, passenger and express 
service between New York and Los 
Angeles would be inaugurated as 
soon as the Department of Com- 
merce completed light installation 
for night flying. Meantime, their 
schedules will make it possible to 
travel across the continent in two 
flights by day, with an overnight 
hotel stop at St. Louis or Kansas 
City. 

Contract rate for the mall service 
was 97.5 per cent of maximum 
rates, which vary from 40 cents to 
$1.25 a mile. A bid of the United 
Aviation Corporation of Pittsburg 
at 64 per cent of maximum rates 
was rejected on the ground that it 
did not meet specifications. That 
corporation recently complained of 
postoffice requirements in the ad- 
vertisement for proposals. 

The announced route will touch 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg, Pitts- 
burg, Columbus, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Wichita, Ama- 
rillo and Albuquerque, with an 


alternative route between St. Louis | 


and Amarillo, Tex, by way of Tulsa 
and Oklahoma City. 

It was annoureed that the Post- 
office Department is considering 
the Tulsa route and the possibility 
of operating both it and the Kansas 
City route. The Southwest Air 
Fast Express Lines completing a 
merger wih the Aviation Corpora- 
tion announced last night at Tulsa 
it would discontinue al] service 
Oct. 11, but that American Air- 
ways, a subsidiary of the Aviation 
Corporation, would inaugurate a 
temporary line between St. Louis 
and Tulsa. This, it is announced, 
will continue until Western Air Ex- 
press extends it present Los An- 
geles-Tulsa line to St. Louis. Amer- 
ican Airways now operates between 
Dallas and Kansas City by way of 
Tulsa. 

Oklahoma City and Tulsa were 
among the strongest backers of St. 
Louis in the long-drawn and vig- 
orous fight for direct air mail to 
New York. The Chamber of Com- 
merce, which led the campaign will 
not, however, take any position on 
the alternative of a route through 
those cities or one through Kansas 
City.
